Every felony convict inthe state of Georgia will be employed after that 
date upon public works. | 

Nearly four months will elapse before the last legal date for filing appli- 
cations for convict labor. Already twenty-three counties have put in bids. 
‘They have asked the prison commission for 1,032 men., One-seventh of the 
counties have asked for two-fifths of the available convicts. 

‘These are mainly the smaller counties. DeKalb and Muscogee are the 
largest. The big counties, which usually work all the convicts they can get, 
have not yet been heard from. Mplton and Chatham and a few other such 
counties would gladly and willingly take every convict not already demanded 
by these twenty-three counties. 

The more progressive counties of the state realize their opportunity. They 
propose to avail themselves of it. If any county yields its convicts, they will 
be promptly taken by others. It is safe to say none will be left for leasing 
to private contractors. 

After the counties are supplied, municipalities will be allowed to bid. 
Then each state institution is allowed fifty men. When all these claimants 
are supplied, it is safe to say not a man will be left. 

Upon the county authorities The Constitution urges caution. The offer 
is temptings but there are practical problems in the way. Not to take the 
convicts offered is to show lack of enterprise. To take more than can be 
properly handled is to invite loss. . 

The enthusiasm already. manifested is sure to prove contagious. Then 
will arise the danger of counties overreaching themselves. They will, in the 
vernacular, ‘‘bite off more than they can chew.”

EVOLUTION OF LAWLESSNESS | 
AND.UNCHALLENGED CRIME 


To the People of Georgia: With deep 
and anxious concern, I most respect- 
fully cajl your attention to an alarming 
news item from Union City, Tenn: 

Two lawyers are lynched by night riders. 
Masked men drag Colonel Taylor and Captain 
Rankin from Tennessee hotel. Ten thousand 
dollarg reward offered by Tennessee Governor. 
Taylor and Rankin were hated because they 
secured copfrol of famous Reelfoot lake and 
prevented people who live near the lake from 
fishing. 

This outrage, committed in a neigh- 
boring state, is but the logical evolution 
of the lawlessness and crime that have 
dominated our section, unchallenged and 
unhindered, for the past forty years and 
more. Soon after the civil war, be- 
cause we thought we saw no otaer rée- 
course, we began, under masks, to lynch 
negroes for, dreadful criminal outrage. 
Soon thereafter we threw away the 
masks, because we were netfther hin- 
dered nor challenged by the officers of 
the law. Now, in the open light of 
midday. we repeat this lawlessness 
whenever the mob sees fit to defy the 
law. From that crime by the mob we 
have gone quite a long step forward, 
as the logical evolution: of such un- 
challenged lawlessness, and we begin, 
under masks, to lynch prominent and 
useful white men and openly defy the 
courts and the law of tone lang to pun- 
fsh if they dare. This happeng be- 
cause the lawless have grown so very 
strong in numbers and public sentiment 
seems so very dead asleep, that a lynch- 
ing of a white man or a negro rwill take 
place whenever and wherever the mob 
says tne criminal act shall be perpe- 
trated. Who can now foretell the fu- 
ture of our civilization if the people 
continue silent under these damnable 
outrages? 

No man can measure the damaging 
and widespread influence of an open and 
desperate defiance of the law, whether 
perpetrated in the lymching of a re- 
spectable white man or a criminal neé- 
Our civilization {s built upon the 
observance of law-and whenever tae law 
is defied, our civilization is threatened 
and the security of the people is in 
alarming danger. Once give the mob 
the right-of-way for any offense what- 
ever and the way will be open, wide 
open, for all defiance of the law. 

The matter is now plainly up to the 
people and not exclusively up to the 
officers of tne law. Officers of the law 
are but human, and some of them are out, 
quite as much for their own protection 
and their political advancement as for 
the protection or society against crime 
and lawlessness. If order is maintained, 
the people in organized capacity, must 
speak out in open and pronounced deliv- 
erances, or we will soon reach the in- 
tolerable necessity to have mobs sup- 
plant the courts and the law and de- 
mand that a mob of law-abiding citizens 
enall murder the mobs of the criminal 
classes so that we may have peace and 
order in the community. In the minds 
of a great many people it already seems 
we have no need for courts for the 
proper enforcement of the Jaw. What 
a spectacle for the advanced civilization 
of the twentieth century! 

I repeat, if we are made safe and se- 
cure in the pursult of our business, the 
people, in organized capacity as well as 
individuals. must rebuke and bring to 
punisnment all classee of criminals, 
white and black without distinction, and, 
with fearless presentation, demand the 
observance of law. 

Shall the lawless, without public rebuke 
and speedy and prompt punishment, hin- 


any citizen, white or black, by which he 
supports himself and those dependent 
upon’ him? Shall night riders now in- 
vade our state’ as they have invaded 
others. and close down the gins, burn 
the property and murder the owners 
only because the authority and the will 
of the mob are to be supreme? 

As a «citizen, ready to do my duty in 
this matter as in all others, I appeal 
to all the good, law-abiding citizens of 
Georgia in this time of our danger and 
serious apprehension to stand out in 
the open and positively demand the ab- 
solute Observance and maintenance of 
law as the only security for our per- 
sons, our nomes, our state and our civ- 
flization.
